Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 21 is allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Prior Art of Record does not teach nor suggest the claimed combination of 
the limitations in claim 21 . 

Particularly, the Prior Art of Record does not teach the steps claimed 
being performed in the particular order and responsive to certain events 
occurring, as claimed in addition to inputting a first transaction into a multiple- 
stage pipeline to convert the first transaction into a set of concurrently 
performable actions to process the first transaction and performing the steps of 
the invention after inputting the transaction into the multiple-stage pipeline and 
while converting the first transaction to the set of concurrently performable 
actions using the multiple state pipeline.
